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Sheriff says 
new drug law 
should help 


Doctors will be monitorec 


Kentucky’s lawmak¬ 
ers passed a law last Fri¬ 
day they hope will curtail 
the spiraling abuse of 
prescription drugs in the 
state. 

The bill, which has 
been strongly endorsed by 
Gallatin County Sheriff 
Josh Neale, is an attempt 
to deal with the reality 
that more Kentuckians die 
from drug overdoses than 
from car wrecks. 

“We have to do some¬ 
thing because the abuse of 
prescription drugs is total¬ 
ly out of control,” Neale 
said earlier this year after 
he talked to lawmakers in 
Frankfort. “This bill will 
make it much harder for 
doctors to operate the pain 
clinics responsible for 
much of the drug abuse in 
this state.” 

The bill passed last 
week in a special session 
of the General Assembly. 
It will require all physi¬ 
cians in Kentucky to use 
a prescription drug moni¬ 
toring system so it will be 
easier to determine if their 
new patients are actually 
addicts seeking painkill¬ 
ers and anti-anxiety drugs 
so many Kentuckians 
have become hooked on. 

“When nearly three 
Kentuckians are dying 
every day from drug over¬ 
doses, we must cast aside 
our political party prefer¬ 
ences and work together 
to find solutions to help 
our suffering families and 
communities,” Governor 
Steve Beshear said after 
the new law passed. “Our 
legislature has just done 
that.” 

The measure passed 


the Flouse 68-19 and the 
Senate 26-11 shortly be¬ 
fore the five-day special 
session was adjourned. 

The Flouse had pressed 
to give the attorney gen¬ 
eral control of the moni¬ 
toring system so investi¬ 
gators could more easily 
identify and arrest unscru¬ 
pulous doctors who over¬ 
prescribe painkillers. In a 
compromise, that moni¬ 
toring system was left in 
the Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices where it had been 
all along. 

The law, however, in¬ 
cludes language that will 
allow the attorney general 
and other law enforce¬ 
ment agencies to get in¬ 
formation from the moni¬ 
toring system to assist in 
criminal investigations. 

Also dropped as part 
of the compromise, was a 
proposed fee that doctors 
would have had to pay to 
maintain the drug-moni¬ 
toring program known as 
KASPER. The House had 
wanted to require each 
licensed physician in the 
state to pay $50 a year but 
the Senate balked at re¬ 
quiring the fee. 

The Kentucky Medi¬ 
cal Association had op¬ 
posed the fee as “a pro¬ 
vider tax on physicians.” 
The Association also op¬ 
posed putting the attorney 
general in charge of the 
monitoring system saying 
it would allow staffers in 
the office broad access to 
private medical informa¬ 
tion that should be avail¬ 
able only to physicians 
and other medical profes¬ 
sionals.

ranks every county in the 
United State placed Gall¬ 
atin 75th out Kentucky’s 
120 counties. It consid¬ 
ered such factors as pre¬ 
mature death rates, low 
birth weights and how 
many days a person said 
they felt bad physically or 
mentally. 

Other factors included 
the percentage of adults in 
a county who smoke, are 
obese or drink alcohol ex¬ 
cessively. It also consid¬ 
ered access to health care 
and what percentage of its 
adults are uninsured. 

In general, the study 
found the Appalachian 
counties in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky to be some of the 
unhealthiest in the state. 
The healthiest were found 
in Northern and Central 
Kentucky. Oldham and 
Boone were the state’s 
healthiest counties while 
Magoffin and Clay Coun¬ 
ty were unhealthiest. The 
report showed the wealth¬ 


iest counties were the 
healthiest and the poorest 
were the least healthy. 

Social and economic 
factors such as unemploy¬ 
ment rates were also im¬ 
portant in the survey. In¬ 
cluded in those categories 
were high school gradu¬ 
ation rates, unemploy¬ 
ment rates, percentage of 
children living in poverty, 
pollution rates, access to 
healthy food and access to 
recreational facilities. 

“The data shows much 
of what influences our 
health happens outside 
the doctor’s office and 
factors such education 
rates and income levels 
all play a part,” said Risa 
Lavizo-Mourey, president 
of the Robert Wood John¬ 
son Foundation.

No government has taxed its way to prosperity 


April 9 was Tax Freedom Day 
in the Bluegrass State - the day 
Kentuckians finally earned enough 
to pay off this year’s tax burden 
and quit greasing the palms of the 
Nanny State. 

That means we worked 99 days 

- from January 1 through April 9 

- to satisfy the demands of Wash¬ 
ington, Frankfort and City Hall 
before we had fully paid the tax 
man. 

Many economic amateurs who 
determine tax policy in govern¬ 
ment’s hallowed halls think we 
should do even more before es¬ 
caping the burden of government 
redistribution. 

I don’t doubt the good inten¬ 
tions. Billionaire Warren Buffet 
genuinely believes that higher tax 
rates on Americans will eliminate 
debt and control deficits. And if he 
wishes to donate more, he’s free to 
“send a check” to Uncle Sam, as 
Kentucky Senator Mitch McCon¬ 
nell recently said. 

While I don’t question the mo¬ 
tives of those who support higher 
taxes, I do doubt their grasp of his¬ 
tory and current events. 

Socialist leaders in Europe 
have, for years, tightened tax¬ 
payers’ chains rather than make 
serious attempts to shrink their 
bloated bureaucracies or confront 
ever-expanding deficits. 

Greece plunged into economic 
insolvency even as public man¬ 
agers submitted $38,000 bills for 
office curtains and while one in 
five workers was employed by the 
government bureaucracy. 

Alocal press investigation found 
the bureaucracy had careened out 
of control and some government 
workers don’t even show up for 
work because there aren’t enough 
places for all of them to sit. 

The Cato Institute’s Daniel 


Mitchell, a tax-reform expert, writes 
that European nations “have been 
raising taxes for decades while al¬ 
most always arguing that higher tax¬ 
es were necessary to balance budgets 
and control red ink. Yet that obvious¬ 
ly hasn’t worked.” 

Look no further than the massive 
strikes and riots in Europe's streets to 
confirm Mitchell’s conclusion. 

Closer to home, I ll inois provides 
a striking example of what happens 
when politicians try to tax a state out 
of its fiscal problems. 

Just last year, Illinois politicians 
hiked the state’s corporate income 
tax by a whopping 46 percent and 
the individual income tax by an 
even-larger 67 percent. The stated 
goal was accompanied by pie-in-the- 
sky rhetoric: restore ll linois”s fiscal 
footing and pump up the state’s credit 
rating by seizing even more of tax¬ 
payers’ productive income. 

Instead, they got even more spend¬ 
ing, lofty deficits and a downgrade in 
Il linois state debt to the lowest among 
the 50 states. 


The aftershocks of this economic 
earthquake have resulted in an exo¬ 
dus of businesses and jobs. The tax 
policy spooked some well-known 
companies like Mitsubishi and US 
Cellular so badly that they are con¬ 
sidering leaving the state altogether. 

That’s a preview of what could 
happen in Kentucky if some - under 
the guise of “tax reform” - get their 
way. 

Members of the Beshear admin¬ 
istration’s current tax-reform task 
force would do well to remember 
Winston Churchill’s contention that 
“for a nation to try to tax itself into 
prosperity is like a man standing in 
a bucket and trying to lift himself up 
by the handle.” 

Considering no government has 
ever taxed its way to prosperity, 
here's a better recommendation: al¬ 
low citizens to begin working for 
themselves sooner rather than work¬ 
ing for government longer.

It would seem, neigh¬ 
bors, as if we’re in a “be¬ 
twixt and between” time 
here with the statistical 
danger of frost and/or 
freezing weather - a topic 
we’ve certainly beaten to 
a pulp - still in the equa¬ 
tion for the next couple 
of weeks until Derby 
Day (May 5) with Moth¬ 
er’s Day (May 12) being 
my favorite for the “all 
clear.” 

Again over the week¬ 
end we found Kentucky 
weather can certainly be, 
well, Kentucky weather 
with lows dipping into 
the high 30s! As I drove 
to Warsaw from Frank¬ 
fort Sunday morning, the 
temperature on the bank 
in Owenton was 38! 

These cool tempera¬ 
tures serve at least one 
(actually more) unwanted 
puipose for the gardener: 
They keep soil the soil 
temperature cool with 
gains made on the warm 
days being lost to cold, 
cloudy days like we had 
Saturday and Sunday. 

At the expense of re¬ 
dundancy, I again urge 
patience when planting 
those warm-weather-lov- 
ing veggies. All the talk 
last week about planting 
an early crop of beans 
became virtually moot as 
the mercury plummeted 
over the weekend. 

You are simply wasting 
your time, money, seeds 
and transplants to put out 
hot-weather loving veg¬ 
gies in cold ground unless 
you plan to cover them 
to somehow hold in the 
warmth of the soil. Why 
not wait a couple of weeks 
until things have wanned 
up? It just makes more 
sense - at least to me. 

Now, here’s the infor¬ 
mation about planting by 
the phases of the moon 
and signs of the zodiac for 
this week. 

The moon is in the lisht 


phase now, the new moon 
having come into force 
last Saturday, April 21. 
Until the next full moon 
on at 11:35 p.m. on May 
5, plant only those veg¬ 
gies that produce above 
the ground. 

The signs find the bean 
sign, Gemini (the arms), 
in force for what’s left of 
today (Wednesday). This 
is the bean sign we dis¬ 
cussed last week - that 
was before cold weath¬ 
er returned. If I had a 
thought of planting beans 
today, I’d lie down until it 
went away! The ground is 
just too cold to expect ger¬ 
mination before rot unless 
you’re desperate enough 
to put a blower heater in 
the garden! 

Two great general 
planting days for above¬ 
ground producers (still 
from the cool-weather- 
loving list unless you’re a 
risk taker or plan to protect 
delicate plants) are on tap 
for Thursday and Friday. 
The moon is in the light 
phase and the sign will be 
in Cancer (the breast) one 
of the four most fruitful 
signs. 

All planting should 
cease Saturday and Sun¬ 
day when the sign moves 
to Leo (the heart), one of 
the killing signs. And here 
again we have a killing 
sign falling on the week¬ 
end when so many of us 
do our gardening. We ran 
into this pattern last sum¬ 
mer; I hope it doesn’t con¬ 
tinue much further this 
year. 

Anyway, don’t plant 
Saturday and Sunday. 
Reserve the days for any 
gardening activities but 
planting. 

Finishing out April and 
turning the page to the 
gorgeous month of May, 
we find a series flower¬ 
ing signs beginning on 
Monday and continuing 
through Fridav. Mav 4. 


Virgo (the bowels) rules 
the first three of those 
days, April 30-May 2, 
with Libra (the reins) fin¬ 
ishing it out May 3-4. 

Hit the flower outlets 
and put out your flowers, 
whether plants or seeds. 
They should bloom you 
proud! 

Then comes Derby 
Day (May 5) and accord¬ 
ing to some sources, the 
last statistical day for frost 
and also the day the moon 
moves to the dark phase 
(at 11:35 p.m.) so most of 
the day is under the influ¬ 
ence of the light moon. 

The sign May 5-7 - a 
WEEKEND - is Scoipio 
(the secrets). All of Derby 
Day will be with the light 
moon in force then Sun¬ 
day and Monday, May 
6-7 will be with the dark 
moon ruling. 

These, friends, are big- 
time planting days and 
hopefully by the weather 
will have stabilized.

Here, according to 
Home Vegetable Garden¬ 


ing in Kentucky, are those 
veggies that can be planted 
now, the ones that enjoy 
cool soil and air tempera¬ 
tures and can withstands 
frost, even light freezes: 
peas, snow peas, spinach, 
onion sets, radishes, rhu¬ 
barb crowns, rutabaga, 
Irish potatoes and turnips, 
leaf lettuce. Bibb lettuce 
plants, lettuce head plants, 
onion plants.

The deadline to apply 
for Kentucky's hunt of a 
lifetime is fast approach¬ 
ing. 

Hunters have until 
midnight, April 30 to ap¬ 
ply for a Kentucky elk 
hunt. The quota hunt 
drawing for an elk per¬ 
mit is open to all. 

Kentucky will issue 
900 general quota hunt 
permits this year, an in¬ 
crease of 100 permits 
over the 2011 season. 
Kentucky's elk herd 
is expected to surpass 
10,000 animals by fall. 

While there's no sure 
thing in hunting, Ken¬ 
tucky does offer phe¬ 
nomenal odds for hunt¬ 
ers. 

"Kentucky's suc¬ 
cess rate for hunters is 
higher than you'll see for 
wild elk practically any¬ 
where else," noted Tina 
Brunjes, deer and elk 
program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. "If hunt¬ 
ers put in a little effort, 
they will see elk. If they 
put in a little more effort, 
they will take an elk." 

Last year, 93 percent 
of bull elk hunters us¬ 
ing a firearm were suc¬ 
cessful. Even when us¬ 
ing more challenging 
archery equipment, 68 
percent of hunters took 
their bull. 

Thirty-seven percent 
of cow elk archery hunt¬ 
ers were successful in 
2011, but the success 
rate climbed to 73 per¬ 
cent for cow elk hunters 
using a firearm. 

Brunjes said 2012 will 
be a superb season for 
hunters wishing to put 
the highest quality meat 
on their family's table. 
"We had no real winter 


and no shortage of gro¬ 
ceries for the animals," 
she said. "We should be 
set up for big, healthy 
animals coming into the 
hunting season and a lot 
of them." 

Kentucky has more 
elk than all the states east 
of the Mississippi River 
combined. The state's 
16-county elk restoration 
zone encompasses more 
than 4 million acres, 
nearly twice the size of 
Yellowstone National 
Park. More than half a 
million acres are open to 
public hunting for elk in 
Kentucky. 

Hunters can select 
from among four differ¬ 
ent elk permits: Firearms 
bull, archery bull, fire¬ 
arms cow elk or archery 
cow elk. While hunters 
may apply for two dif¬ 
ferent permits, they can 
only be drawn for one of 
those permits. 

Each application costs 

$ 10 . 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife will issue 135 
permits to hunt a bull 
with a firearm through 
the general quota hunt 
this season. The depart¬ 
ment will issue 90 bull 
archery permits, 265 
cow elk archery permits 
and 410 cow elk gun per¬ 
mits. 

A separate youth-only 
drawing will allow five 
young hunters to take a 
bull or a cow. 

Demand is highest for 
the bull firearms hunts. 
Cow elk archery hunts 
are in the lowest demand, 
meaning this permit of¬ 
fers a hunter the best 
odds of being drawn.
